FTER hard season’s use every automobile 
may justly claim its due thorough 
overhauling, and this may and should 

mean the taking down the car the floor and 
the careful inspection all its parts and the re- 
placement such them may worn 
overhauled without taking them thoroughly apart.

The Delte was 
therefore named after Delling % Moulta, using the first 
three letters of Delling's name and the last two of Noulte. 
They also produced a racing car sometime in the "teens" 
which was called the Deltal, but I cannot at the moment 
recall the origin of this name, unless the second L was 
for Lawrence of the BLM Company, and of course the radiator 
shapes suggested its Mercer ancestory.

name “GREAT SMITH’’ familiar al- 
most ‘every antique auto fan, but few have seen 
one these cars.

You could not 
put the brakes without releasing the clutch 
first and you did all with one foot! Actually 
the results were about the same you get to- 
day with the automatic transmission.

The shoe for this brake was steel 
outside with phosphor bronze lining and worked 
quite effectively.
